The earliest general objection on lhe 
part of these ministers was, “that immedi¬ 
ate emancipation would he worse ‘.linn the 
continuance of slavery. It was wild and 
chimerical.” In due time this all became 
perfectly rational. But it was a “matter 
that belonged to the South; we of the 
North have nothing to do with it.” Then 
the abolitionists poured a flood of light up- 
our relations lo slavery, showing how it 
had corrupted our churches, tempting, by 
its lure, northern theologians into the dis¬ 
graceful and heHven-during work of apolo¬ 
gizing for it; how it had laid its. despotic 
hand upon the God-given rights of north¬ 
ern freemen; wielded the Federal Govern¬ 
ment for its own prosperity and defence, 
and by its impoverishing nature and fickle 
policy, had dried up the springs of our na¬ 
tional wealth. Finally, the admission is 
extorted that we of the North have a deep 
stake in slavery. “But we can not join 
you while you oppose colonization 
lentlessly- Colonization is an anti-slavery 
institution.” Then coionizatu 
disrobed of its eery pious and hypocritical 
habiliments, that its deformity might be¬ 
come manifest, its negro hate, its opposi¬ 
tion to emancipation, its friendship fi 
slaveholders, its spreading the Gospel 
the point of the bayonet and the mouth of 
the cannon. Finally it is conceded ou all 1 
hands that it can never abolish slavery, 
lize Africa. “But you hav 
dorsed the ‘woman question,’ and ‘no gov- 
ernmentistn, and tve can’t go with these 
wrongs, for the sake ol promoting pure 
li-slavery.”

(I?“ Congress pays its c’oor-keoper 1500 
dollars per annum; its assistant door-keep¬ 
er, £1450; making 82950 for keeping the 
dnor of Congress. Supposing Congress lo 
be in session half the year, the daily pay 
of the chief door-keeper, for the time he 
works, will bo $10 a day. Suppose the 
wheat raisers to pay him, at 33 cents per 
bushel, which is not far from the average 
this State, his wages will buy 4,500 
bushels of wheat, or 900 barrels flour.— 
Suppose the pork raisers to pay him at 2 
cents per lb., he will want 75,000 lbs. of 
pork, which will be equal to 250 hogs, 
weighing 300 lbs. each. Suppose him to 
be paid in oats at fifteen cents a bushel, he 
would require 10,000 bushels, eras much 
as will grow on 333 acres at 30 bushels to 
the acre. 

Again, Congress pays its Librarian 1500 
dollars a year; his two assistants, 1,150 
dollars each ; making 3,000 dollars a year 
for taking care of its hooks.

The immense aggregate of these differ¬ 
ences must he put down chiefly to the credit 
of free labor. 

It should be. remarked, that the capabili¬ 
ties of the South under the system of slavery 
have been fully tested during the last leu 
years. The increase of its production* for 
the next decennial period will he less than 
during the last. Oil the contrary, there is 
every reason to believe, that in the tree stales 
the reverse wh’l he the fact.

ence of my final Judge, ar.d expect short¬ 
ly to answer for what I shall say. 

I sympathize deeply in the objects of 
this Society. I fought, my hearers, for the 
liberty which you enjoy. It surprises me 
that every man does nut rally at the sound 
of liberty, and array himself with those 
who are laboring to abolish slavery in our 
country. The very mention of it warms 
the blood in my veins, and, old as lam, 
makes me feel something of the spirit and 
impulses of 76. 

Then liberty meant something. Then 
liberty. Independence, freedom, were in ev¬ 
ery man’s mouth. They were the sounds 
at which they rallied, and under which 
they fought and bled. They were the 
words which encouraged and cheered them 
through their hunger, and nakedness, and 
fatigue, in cold and in heat. The word 
slavery then filled their hearts.with horror; 
'.hey fought because they would not be 
slaves. Those whom liberty has cost noth¬ 
ing, do not know how to prize it. Let 
them struggle for it as I have, and they 
will know better what it is worth. 1 served 
in the revolution, in Gen. Washington’s 
army, three years under one enlistment.— 
I have stood in battle, where balls, like 
hail, were flying all around me. The man 
standing next to me was shot by my side— 
his blood spouted upon tny clothes, which 
I wore for weeks. My nearest blood, ex¬ 
cept ’.bat which runs in my veins, was shed 
for liberty. My only brother was shot 
dead instantly in the Revolution. Liberty 
lies near my henrl. 1 cannot endure the 
thought, that my countrymen should be 
slaves. 

When stationed in the Stato of Rhode 
Island, the regiment to which I belonged 
was once ordered to what was called u 
flanking position—that is—upon a place 
which the enemy must pass, in order lo 
come round in our rear, to drive us from 
our post. This pass was every thing both 
to them and to us. Of course it was a post 
of imminent danger. Tjiey attacked us 
—w.i)Jh. qiMul furv . but axor e. urn ul.s< vd.•. Th/^y 
or and determination; and again were re¬ 
pulsed. Again they reinforced and attack¬ 
ed us the third time with the most desper¬ 
ate courage and resolution—but a third 
time were repulsed. The contest was fear¬ 
ful. Our position was hotly disputed and 
as hotly maintained. 

But I have-aiiother object in view in sla¬ 
ting these facts. I would not be trumpet¬ 
ing my own acts : the only reason why I 
have named myself in connexion with this 
transaction is to show that I know whereof 
I affirm. There was a black regiment it 
the same situation. Yes, a regimen* of 
negroes, fighting for our liberty and Inde¬ 
pendence, —not u while man among them 
but the officers,—stationed in this same 
dangerous and responsible positon. Had 
they been unfaithful or given way before 
the enemy, all would have been lost. 
Three times in succession were they at¬ 
tacked with most desperate valor and fury, 
by well disciplined and veteran troops,— 
and three times did they successfully repel 
the assault, and thus preserve our army 
from capture. They fought thus, through 
the war. They were brave, hardy , troops. 
They helped gain our liberty and indep 
dence. 

Now that war is over—our freedom is 
gained; —what is to be done with the col¬ 
ored soldiers, who have shed their blood in 
its defence? Must they be sent off out of 
the country, because they are black? oi 
must they be sent back into slavery, now 
they have risked their lives and shed tbeii 
blood to secure the freedom of their mas¬ 
ters? I ask, what became of these noble 
colored soldiers. Many of them, I fear 
were taken back to the South and duomed 
to the fetter and the chain. 

And why is it, that the colored inhabi¬ 
tants, of our nation, bom in this country 
aud entitled to all the right* of freemen, are 
held in slavery? Why but because they 
are black r I have often thought, that 
should God see fit, by a miracle, to change 
their color, straighten their hair, and give 
their features and complexion the appear-

The disclosures of passing events are nev¬ 
er without interest to a careful observer, and 
the evidence they furnish of the moral condi¬ 
tion of socieiy, is not the less reliable for lin¬ 
ing incidental. These will ever be watched 
by those who are eugaged in great reforiinito- 
iterprises with peculiar attention, indica¬ 
ting, as they do, the amount of available 
al capital on which they can rely for the suc- 
ss of their objects. 

Much has been said respecting the delin¬ 
quency and servility of most of those who 
control the moral agencies of society, and 
there is substantial ground of complaint.— 
Take the subject of duelling-ns an illustration. 
When Hamilton was murdered, a spasmodic 
shock like that of an earthquake aroused the 
pulpit and religious piess, but it passed—n 
inoral ground was taken against duelling, an 
nothing was gained. Again, when Cillley 
murder was announced, another burst of ii 
dignation shook the land. Ministers preached 
again, and the religious presses spoke out. 
The Dr. Humphreys and Beechers solemnly 
warned the people, that to vote for a duellist 
waste take the blood of murder upon their 
souls. But what is the result? A prince 
among duellists, ns well ns other gross crira 
mils, is brought forward for the highest offic 
one of the great patties of th*e’ country,”' and 
the people are rallied for his stipporc. With 
the warnings of inspiration ringing in their 
ears, and the welfare of present, and of 
born millions at stake, and the people begin¬ 
ning to osk that a murderer may be gianted 
unto them, where are these ministers and i 
ligious editors non? Silent as the tomb. 
With a few noble exceptions, they will see 
the nation clad in mourning by the elevation 
of “wicked” rulers, and the moral integrity 
of professed goodness surrendered without 
syllable or a sigh. Indeed, they are warning 
the people against any such moral issue at 
the ballot-box, and sneering at those who in¬ 
sist on the supremacy there of Heaven’s latv. 
Is it not most painfully clear that the church 
is servile? Is not her subserviency to corrupt 
political parties complete wherever their 
claims extend? 

INTO POLITICS. 

The old American Anti-Slavery Socieiy has 
labored long and loud against the liberty par¬ 
ty because it was carrying the abolition cause 
into politics— 11 the dirty waters ” of poli¬ 
tics. It has stoutly maintained that it was 
exclusively a 1 moral ’ cause, and that to make 
it political was to destroy it. Their philos- 
iphy basJieen that men’s hearts must be con- 
erted to abolition before their actions,espe 
dally at the ballot box, should be much con- 
erned with. 

But things have greatly changed latterly, 
and that society is out-stripping us all in the 
political line. George Br.idburn Esq., iis 
agent in this state, so far as we can learn, has 
lectured almost exclusively on politics, and 
hear of other agents of the socieiy dwell¬ 
ing largely on the same topics. Its organ,the 
N. A. S. Standard, is one of the most tho- 
mghly political papers with which we are 
iquainted. Finding that the policy „f t jj e 
liberty pany in having reporters at Washing- 
was popular, the assistant editor of the 
Standard has gone on this year to report, 
both for that paper and the Liberator, whose 
creed is that politics are of the devil. Po-j 
litical abolitionists will become quite respec¬ 
table* yet. 

But it should be recollected that this socie¬ 
ty opposes no parly but the liberty party, and 
its alliance with the whig party cannot escape 
careful observation.

Congress to abolish slavery there before it 
claim admission. 


It is ascertained that Mr. Cass, our 
minister to France, has returned because 
our late treaty with G. Britain completely 
foiled his boasted efforts to prevent the co¬ 
operation of this government for the suppres¬ 
sion of the slave trade. 

With these worthy services to the slave 
power for capital, be sets out the race for the 
presidency. 


Cuba. —A correspondent of the N. Y. Ai 
iean at Havana writes: 

“ Our political prospect here are nonejof the 
smoothest. The Government have sent 
from Spain two new regiments. An Eng¬ 
lish black abolitionist was arrested a few days 
since, and put to work in the chain gang. Ev 
ery thing seems to lie in a ferment, and the 
government daily show their want of confi¬ 
dence in the support of tbe people on 
emergency.’’ 

Slavery is hastening lo a close in Cuba, and 
if a British subject has been put in the chain 
gang, it will not retard the progress of events.

The preamble urd resolution were read, 
and Mr. Slade asked the yeas and nays on 
ibe moiton to suspend the 21st rule. They 
were called, and the moiiou tvas lost—yeas 
73, nays 111. 

l'he following Northern Democrats voted 
in favor of allowing this resolution to be 
considered, viz—Parmenter, of Massachu¬ 
setts ; and R. D. Davis, Ferris, J. G. Floyd, 
M’Keop, Oliver, Partridge, Roosevelt, and 
S tnford, of New York ; nine in all. Won¬ 
derful ! 

Not a single Southern Whig voted even 
in favor of considering the proposition, 
which, with us, has been claimed as genu¬ 
ine VViiig doctrine, to abolish tile slave trade 
iu the District of Columbia. Yet there is 
perfect Whig fellowship between these men; 
the whig party is one, and our Massachu¬ 
setts Representatives, Salionstall and others, 
laud such men as Andrews and Stanley as 
first rate Whigs and patriots ! [see Mr. 
Saltonstall’s Faneuil Hall Speech.] Tins 
shows clearly how much importance Wlng- 
gery attaches to the abolition of thu Slave 
trade in ilie District. 

Among those Northern men who voted 
against suspending the rules lo consider 
whether Congress ought to put an end to 
this infernal traffic, carried on under their 
own laws, and before their own eyes, in 
open day, were two first rate Whigs, Rich¬ 
ard W. Thompson ol Indiana, and J. T. 
Sturt of Illinois ; one Tyler Whig, W. W. 
Irwin, of Pennsylvania; and one epicine 
Whig, Casey of Illinois. 'I'he first named 
is fully entitled lo be a lending Whig; at 
least so far as party tactics are concerned. 
Certainly lie appears lo lose nothing of po¬ 
litical caste or influence by ihi* vote. How 
this appears in contrast with Ihe pirate Bey 
of Tunis, who a year ago, abolished this ve¬ 
ry traffic in his dominions, declaring that he 
did it for “ TIIE OUlRV of mankind, to dis¬ 


tinguish THEM FROM THE BRUTE CREA¬ 
TION. ” 

There w as also a sad and shameful col¬ 
umn . of professed Democrats—clamorous 
brawlers in favor of ,l Equai. Rights, 
Equal Law’s, and Equal Justice to all 
Men,” wiio thus refused even to receive fur 
deliberation, a proposal to abrogate the most 
iniquitous law that exists on earth—a law 
standing in force solely by Act of Congress, 
and which, by this vote, they have virtually

Cuba and MaytL 

’l he Courrier des Etate Unis publishes ex¬ 
tracts Irotn Haitien papers of 18th ami 21st 
oh-,on the subject of the seizure ol some Span¬ 
ish craft by Hidden vessels, and the demands 
for redress* made by the Governor of Cuba. 

The Patriote of the 21st holds this lan¬ 
guage. 

“Last Wednesday the steam corvette Cun- 
gresso arrived here, sent by the Governar of 
Cuba to ascertain the facts in relation to the 
detention of two Spanish.vessels. On learn- 
irg, however, that they had been immediately 
released, the Cotntnunder wrote a letter ol 
thanks lo the President of Havti, tor his 
prompt justice, and asking for copies of the 
papers in the ease, which wefc furnished. 

Hearing, however, that Ihe masters of two 
Spanish vessels hail ttmde protests before the 
French Consulate, the Commander of the 
corvotte informed himself of their contents; 
and thereupon wrote a second letter to the 
President, demanding in conformity with 
the claims of those protests. $2000 dama¬ 
ges to the shipmasters, and an apology 
to the Spnnish flag. These demands being 
rejected, the corvette returning to Havana; n 
however, ns was reported, because slta wi 
ordered off by this Government. The ntoi 
disagreeable this affair is, the more does 
concern our interest aed dignity to speak of it 
with moderation and cuu’ioii, and not give 
wny to bravados that might ho construed into 
fresh offence.”

That paper, after giving substantially the 
same account of Ihe proceedings of the cor¬ 
vette, as above except that it says the Spaniard 
after his demands were rejecteil, was ordered 
off, thus threatens Cuba !
